Labor 
costs on U. S. freighters are more than four times as 
great as those on comparable vessels of Great iritain 
and other leading maritime powers. 

[his is the reason why our merchant marine must have

tended, incidentally, under a unique repayment clause 


government aid is to survive — aid which is ex- 
providing that the money must be returned as earnings 
permit. 

Such aid has long been a government policy. However, 
due to various legal and other complications, the law is 
not working at all effectively at present. The result is 
that American shipbuilding is deep in the doldrums. No 
new orders were received by private American yards in 
either August or September, and all ships now being built 
are due for completion by 1955 or earlier. Our existing 
ships are becoming obsolescent — some rapidly. 

This means that unless corrective action is taken the 
American flag will gradually disappear from the high 
seas, so far as the merchant marine is concerned.

additional $15,000 to complete the 
school year 1953. Therefore, the 
total budget for 1953 was approx- 
imately $513,000. 

For 1954, with one year’s ex- 
perience in operating our new 
buildings and again estimating the 
number of pupils in the entire 
school system at 2,320 the com- 
mittee has set a 1954 budget of 


approximately $553,000, or a 
$40,000 increase, or an average 
cost of $238.75 per pupil. 

The school committee has a 


grave problem in the matter of in- 
creased enrollment. At the pre- 
sent time there are 745 pupils in 
the high and junior high schools. 
In September, 1954, there will be 
833, in 1955, 922, 1956, 991, 
and in 1957, 1068, a total increase 
in four years of 323 pupils. Avail- 
able space not now used in these 
buildings very limited. The 
figures quoted above are based 
upon the pupils in the elementary 
at present with no pro- 
vision for new pupils entering from 
other localities. 

At the last town meeting a new 
building committee was appointed 
by the moderator to survey the 
needs of school housing for the 
next 10 years. This committee has 
met several times andwill report 
their findings to the town at the 
next town meeting.

There were approximately 150 
new building permits issued in 


Andover during the past year. For 
each permit issued, the school de- 
partment, on the average, has 1.2 
pupils to educate. Large develop- 
ments of new homes is a realprob- 
lem. The survey conducted in 
1947 before the new elementary 
schools were built is now more 
than 25% on the low side and is of 
no practical value to the committee. 


The work of the school commit- 
tee is not always easy. This past 
year it has been made easier by 
the splendid cooperation that all 
teachers, department heads, jan- 
itors, and clerks have given to us
